The attached basic plan is presented for renewal for the period ending 
31 October 1952, 



1. The CAPSTAN project was originally approved on 21 June 1949. 
Its primary purpose is the development of support bases in Lithuamia 
as a transit point for operations against the Soviet Union; the second- 
ary pvirpose is to procure intelligence from the Baltic States. 



2. Two operations into Lithuania were conducted since the 
inauguration of this project. The first mission was dispatched in 
the fall of 1950, the second in the spring of 1951. We are currently 
in contact with the agent dispatched in the second operation. Training 
for the third mission is presently being conducted in the vicinity of 
Washington, It is expected that the CAPSTAN team in Germeiny will be 
merged with the AEONIAN team for fall 1952 dispatch.
